N ew York, Feb. 7.—The trustees of 
tho Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church 
have resigned. Announcement to that 
effect was made from the pulpit by the 
Rev. Dr. John Hall Sn inlay morning, 
and the members of the congregation 
were notified to meet at the church 
Monday afternoon, Fob. 14, and choose 
new trustees. 
Dr. Hall read tho notice in a sad tone 
of voice, but he made no comment on 
the matter, though it attracted atten­ 
tion among the pew holders, who began 
whispering one to another, but desisted 
When he began his sermon. 
After the morning sendees Dr. Hall 
held »u short session with many of his 
warm supporters in the congregation 
and afterward there were many confer* 
onces in the vestry room and tho pas­ 
tor’s private room. The congregation 
is bound to staud by Dr. Hall, no mat­ 
ter what may Is* done by the session 
next Thursday evening, and Sunday 
they were giving him the warmest as­ 
surances of their support and assist- 
I alice. The members of the congrega- 
I lion were loath to discuss the signifl- 
! canoe of t he t nistees’ action, but it was 
admitted bv Robert Bonne r, J. H. Work 
and many others that it was the direct 
outcome of the differences of the fac­ 
tions in the church. 
Tho trustees are* financial governors 
of the churoh. They are also the finan­ 
cial backers of the church. They not 
only represent in themselves financial 
support, but also represent the McCooks, 
the Mai rlands aud Sloancs, who are 
supposed to lie opposed to the continu­ 
ance of Dr. Hall iii tho pastorate. The 
resignation of the trustees, following 
closely tho stand taken by tho congrega­ 
tion last Wednesday night, is expected 
to be followed next Thursday night by 
the withdrawal from the session of 
luuny influential and wealthy members. 
Robert Bonner, a warm advocate of 
Dr. Hall, asserted that the dissatisfac­ 
tion with Dr. Hall by members of tho 
session commenced with the Warsza- 
wiak incident last summer. Had that 
not occurred there would never have 
bi en, Mr. Bonner believes, tho slightest 
opposition to Dr. Hall. Herman Warsza- 
wi ik bad charge of one of the missions 
of the church. Charges of misconduct 
were made against nim and he was 
found guilty by the session aud dis­ 
missed from the church. 
“Dr. Hall’s sympathies were with 
Warszawiak, and he stood by him a lit­ 
tle too long,” continued Mr. Bonner.

Tho coroner rendered a 
verdict that the girl’s death was the re­ 
sult of Hone* drug administered by Dr.

As soon iv* Rte verdict was announced 
a mob of about JOO men surrounded 
Samson’s

D e t r o it , Feb. 7.—Fred A. Baker, 
prominent attorney of Detroit, has filed 
an answer to a suit brought against 
him iii the Oakland county circuit court 
involving the constitutionality of the 
Bland-Allison act and other laws jier- 
taiiiing to silver as a legal tender. 
Stephen Baldwin bought a farm ii lion 
which Mr. Baker hold a mort gag that 
became due to tile amount of $J64, in­ 
cluding interest. 
Mr. Baldwin ten­ 
dered Mr. Baker 864 silver dollars aud 
asked for the cancellation of the mort­ 
gage. Mr. Baker refused to surrender 
rile mortgage for tho 864 silver dollars, 
but agreed to cancel it if be received 
enough silver dollars to equal, at the 
present bullion value of silver, 864 gold 
dollars. 
This condition was declined 
by Mr. Baldwin, and be filed a suit in 
equity asking for a decree commanding 
Mr. Baker to cancel the mortgage in 
view of the tender made. 
In the answer, Mr. Biker submits 
that under rile power “to coin money, 
regulate the value thereof and of foreign 
coins, aud fix the standard of weights 
and measure,” the congress of the 
United States has no more authority or 
power, as far as pre-existing contracts 
foe the payment of money are con­ 
cerned, to diminish or increase the num- 
cer of grains of pun? gold or pure silver

Chinese markets has received 
what may be described as a tacit aud 
temporary recognition from the powers, 
including Russia. The struggle for para­ 
mount influence at Peking still goes on, 
and upou the issue of that contest much 
depends. 
China, if she exercises ber usual 
oriental shrewdness, ought to profit 
much at tbe expense of British aud 
Russian rivalry, and there is already 
evidence that she is fully alive to the 
possibilities of the situation. The game 
of the division of the Chinese empire 
has been checked for the time being, J 
but if Lord Salisbury succeeds in regain- I 
iug the ascendency at Peking which he 
allowed to slip away to Russia three - 
years ago it w ill be only at enormous 
cost.

The senate bill authorizing Surgeon 
General Wyman, in charge of the ma­ 
rine hospital service, to form a commis­ 
sion to count the number of cases and 
report upon their origin is being put 
through congress, where it appears to 
have no opposition. 
Surgeon General Wyman lately dis­ 
patched to the international leprosy con­ 
ference at Berlin his chief bacteriol­ 
ogist, Dr. J. J. Kinyoun, who has re­ 
turned laden with many fresh facts con­ 
cerning the dread contagion. Dr. Kin­ 
youn recommends that we count oar 
lepers at once before taking further steps 
to stamp out possibilities of their spread­ 
ing their misfortune. No one knows ex­ 
actly bow many lepers there are in the 
United States. 
It has been estimated 
that there are from 200 to 600 with 
marked symptoms. Our national quar­ 
antine laws provide for the detention of 
leprous immigrants knocking at our 
gates. 
Dr. Kinyoun learned, however, while 
abroad that leprosy bas lately been dis­ 
covered to exist in a number of forms 
in which it is difficult to recognize it. 
Several obscure nervous and skin dis­ 
eases known by other names have late­ 
ly been attributed directly to the deadly 
microbe of leprosy. A malady hitherto 
known as Morvan's disease is caused 
by that bacillus. Sufferers from it are 
lepers, of course, though they do not 
suffer from the external lesions, sores 
or scales characteristic of common lep­ 
rosy. 
These internal forms of leprosy are 
now known abroad to be as contagious 
and infectious as the well known form, 
and their results are even more violent. 
They are common to localities inhabited 
by lepers of the ordinary type, but un­ 
suspected sufferers have thus far been 
spared isolation. Other diseases hitherto 
known as syringomylia aud airbum 
have also been found to be forms of lep­ 
rosy in which the germs attacked the 
nervous system. It is very possible that 
these unsuspicious forms have entered 
our ports from abroad and that we have 
such cases propagating among our 
healthy inhabitants. 
New Orleans is the most serious in­ 
ternal focus of leprosy upon which Un­ 
cle Sam has bis eagle eye. The number 
of cases are reported to be increasing in 
that city, although Louisiana now has 
a law for the isolation of lepers. As 
last reported, they number about Bl, 
confined and isolated in a home on what 
is called the old Indian Camp planta­ 
tion, in Iberville parish. 
Key West is suspected as another fo­ 
cus cf leprosy, the disease being import­ 
ed there and the climate being particu­ 
larly favorable, it is alleged, for its 
propagation. 
San Francisco is counted as a close 
second to New Orleans in the relative 
scale of this same danger. Leprosy is 
known to exist there among the Chinese 
population. 
Some authorities would 
look with suspicion upon all thickly 
settled Chinese quarters as promising 
fields for a search after the contagion, j 
Minnesota 
offers 
additional 
danger 
points whence 
the infection might 
spread. A number of cases isolated 
there were originally brought to the j 
stato by Norwegian immigrants. It bas 
also been estimated that in Iowa and 
Wisconsin there may be many persons 
tainted with leprosy brought from Nor- I 
way, those states being populated with 
many Norwegian immigrants. Leprosy 
has wormed its way in recent years into 
Philadelphia and Now York

It is now pretty generally recognized 
that the eastern crisis had passed beyond 
the point of immediate danger before 
the pnblio was informed of its acute 
phase. There is no longer much doubt 
that England's peremptory demand for 
open 
Chinese markets bas received 
what may be described as a tacit aud 
temporary recognition from the powers, 
including Russia. The struggle for para­ 
mount influence at Peking still goes on, 
and npon the issue at that contest much 
depends, 
China, if she exercises ber usual 
oriental shrewdness, ought to profit 
much at the expense of British and 
Russian rivalry, and there is already 
evidence that she is fully alive to the 
possibilities of the situation. The game 
of the division of the Chinese empire 
• bas been checked for the time being, 
but if Lord Salisbury succeeds in regain­ 
ing the ascendency at Peking which he 
allowed to slip away to Russia three 
years ago it will be only at enormous 
cost. Meantime more complete details 
of the vast preparations for war under­ 
taken by the British government are 
now available. 
Inasmuch as the crisis 
is only postponed, and at any moment 
may become acute, it will be interest- 
I tug to indicate some of the measures re- I 
ceutiy undertaken. 
First, there were the preparations 
for calling out the naval reserve; sec­ 
ond, mobilization orders were sent to 
the commanders of tbe home naval sta­ 
tions, followed by similar orders to 
commanders of stations abroad; third, 
the completion of plans for tbe prompt 
organization of fi flying squadron/which 
was to consist of not less than ten war­

Uncle Sam is arranging for the first 
counting of lepers ever made within our 
boundaries. 
He bas received informa­ 
tion warning bim that leprosy, the most 
terrible carse of ancient and modern 
times, is on the increase in America 
aud that danger threatens us from neigh­ 
boring countries surrounding us on this 
continent. 
The senate bill authorizing Surgeon 
General Wyman, in charge of the ma­ 
rine hospital service, to form a commis­ 
sion to count tho number of cases and 
report upon their origin is being pot 
through congress, where it appears to 
have no opposition. 
Surgeon General Wyman lately dis­ 
patched to the international leprosy con­ 
ference at Berlin bis chief bacteriol* 
ogist, Dr. J. J. Klnyoun, who bas re­ 
turned laden with many fresh facts con­ 
cerning the dread contagion. Dr. Kin- 
youn recommends that we oount oar 
lepers at once before taking further steps 
to stamp out possibilities of their spread­ 
ing their misfortune. No one knows ex­ 
actly bow many lepers there are in the 
United States. It has been estimated 
that there are from 200 to 600 with 
marked symptoms. Our national quar­ 
antine laws provide for the detention of 
leprous immigrants knocking at oar 
gates. 
Dr. Kinyonn learned, however, while 
abroad that leprosy bas lately been dis­ 
covered to exist in a number of forms 
in which it is difficult to recognize it. 
Several obscure nervous and skin dis­ 
eases known by other names have late­ 
ly been attributed directly to the deadly 
microbe of leprosy. A malady hitherto 
known aa Morvan’a diaeaaa la oanaed 
by that bacillus. Sufferers from it are 
leper*, of course, though they do not 
suffer from the external lesions, sores 
or scales characteristic of common lep­ 
rosy. 
These internal forms of leprosy axe 
now known abroad to be as contagions 
and infections as the well known form, 
and their results are even more violent 
They are common to localities inhabited 
by lepers of the ordinary type, bot un­ 
suspected sufferers have thus far been 
spared isolation. Other diseases hitherto 
known as syringomylia and airborn 
have also been found to be forms of lep­ 
rosy in which the germs attacked the 
nervous system. It is very possible that 
these unsuspicious forms have entered 
oar ports from abroad and that we have 
such cases propagating among our 
healthy inhabitants. 
New Orleans is the most aeriona in­ 
ternal focus of leprosy upon which Un­ 
cle Sam has bis eagle eye. The number 
of cases are reported to be increasing in 
that city, although Louisiana now has 
a law for the isolation of lepers. Aa 
last reported, they nam ber about 81, 
confined and isolated in a borne on what 
is called the old Indian Camp planta­ 
tion, in Iberville parish. 
Key West is suspected as another fo­ 
cus of leprosy, the disease being import­ 
ed there and the climate being particu­ 
larly favorable, it is alleged, for its 
propagation. 
San Francisco is counted as a close 
second to New Orleans in the relative 
scale of this same danger. Leprosy is 
known to exist thereamong the Chinese 
population. 
Home authorities would 
look with suspicion upon all thickly 
settled Chinese quarters as promising 
fields for a search after tho contagion.

Perhaps the most satisfactory experi­ 
ment from a medicinal point of view 
yet made with leprous germs was ac­ 
complished not long since upon a native 
Hawaiian criminal sentenced to death, 
but pardoned on condition that be would 
give himself over to bacteriologists as a 
subject of experiment. From the body 
of a leper who had just died were taken 
frosh bacilli lepra*. These were planted 
in the arm of the condemned. The first 
symptom* of leprosy appeared after a 
few mob tov, and five years later the 
poor wretch died from the awful sting 
of the disease. 
Himilar ax peri meats 
have since been made with rabbits aud 
other animals. 
The end of Uncle Ham’s efforts will 
no doubt lie the institution of a national 
leper colony or hospital where he eau

Woald we be exposed to increased 
dangers from leprosy through the an­ 
nexation of Hawaii or Caba?

There are 
2,500 known cases of leprosy in Hawaii, 
bat according to the present law in 
voguo there each case when discovered 
must bo isolated in the famous leper 
colony on the gloomy island of Molokai, 
one of the Hawaiian group. The Ha­ 
waiian law is so severe against the un­ 
fortunates that it reacts to a great ex­ 
tent against its own enforcement. As a 
result many lepers on the islands are 
purposely concealed from the authori­ 
ties by relatives and friends. As far as 
Lu ba is concerned, leprosy is known to 
be dangerously rampant upon that is­ 
land.
